To  the  Chairman  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Tintwistle 

Rural^  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Keport  of  the  Sanitary 
condition  of  your  District  during  the  year  1906,  with  statistics 
of  sickiipss  and  mortality  on  Tables  1,  3,  4  and  5,  and 

also  Report  on  the  administration  of  the  Factory  and  Work¬ 


shop  Act,  1901. 

Population — Census  1901  .  2,095

The  population  of  this  village  is  practically  the  same 
as  at  the  Census  of  1901. 
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BIRTH-RATE. 

During  1906,  the  number  of  births  registered  was  54 
(21  males  and  33  females),  equal  to  a  birth-rate  of  25*7  per 
1,000  persons  living,  and  92  per  1000  births  registered,  and 
is  2‘7  above  the  mean  birth-rate  for  the  previous  10  years. 
Eight  of  those  born  were  illegitimate  ;  all  still  living. 

DEATH-RATE. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  25  (U  males  and  1 1 
females),  equal  to  a  death-rate  of  11 '9  per  1000,  and  is  3*7 
below  the  mean  death-rate  for  the  previous  10  years. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

Five  of  the  deaths  were  infants  under  one  year  of 
age,  equal  to  a  death-rate  of  2 ‘3  per  1,000  persons  living, 

and  92  per  1,000  births  registered. 

The  causes  of  these  five  deaths  were  ascribed  to — 
Tubercular  Disease,  1;  Scald  (Convulsions),  1;  Inanition,  3. 

The  following  are  the  ages  at  which  they  died  : — 

Two  under  twelve  days. 

One  under  fourteen  days. 

One  under  twenty  days. 

One  under  six  months. 

The  general  death-rate  is  the  lowest  recorded  for  many 

years. 

The  death-rate  of  infants  under  one  year  is  also  very 
satisfactory,  and,  with  one  exception  (1899),  is  the  lowest 
during  the  past  ten  years. 
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A  satisfactory  feature  in  the  deaths  of  infants  for  several 
years  past,  has  been  the  absence  of  Diarrhoea,  which  is  more 
or  less  prevalent  in  most  placeSj  under  all  climatic  conditions, 
throughout  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales 

The  chief  causes  of  death  above  one  year  were — 
Bronchitis,  3 ;  Pneumonia,  2 ;  Heart  Disease,  2  ;  Cancer,  2 ; 
Cerebral  Hoemorrhage,  3. 

No  uncertified  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year. 
CORONER’S  INQUESTS. 

The  following  inquests  were  held  during  the  year : — 

Female,  67  years.  Acute  Peritonitis,  followed  by 
Perforation. 

Female,  30  years,  Cirrhosis,  Kidney  and  Heart 
Disease.  (Post  Mortem.) 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  were  13  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified,  viz: — 
8  Scarlet  Fever;  1  Enteric  Fever;  and  4  Erysipelas. 

Two  of  the  Scarlet  Fever  cases  occurred  in  January, 
both  of  which  were  ver}^  mild.  The  source  of  infection 
could  not  be  traced. 

On  the  1st  February  a  case  was  notified  in  one  of 
two  cottages,  close  to  Pinfold  Farm,  in  the  Hattersley  por¬ 
tion  of  the  district.  This  child  was  infected  by  a  woman 
entering  the  house,  who  was  nursing  a  case  of  Scarlet  Fever 
in  the  next  cottage,  that  had  been  removed  from  the  farm 
house,  on  December  31st,  1905.  A  few  weeks  later,  a  neigh- 
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bouring  farmer  visited  Pinfold,  and  was  in  contact  with  the 
case  that  occurred  in  December,  and  infected  two  of  his  own 
children,  at  Field’s  Farm.  There  was  no  milk  sold  at  this 
farm.  Two  other  cases  were  reported  in  April  and  May. 

All  the  cases  were  of  a  mild  character,  the  last  being 
unrecognised  until  the  desquamating  stage  appeared,  when  a 
medical  man  was  called  in.  Both  these  cases  were  infected 
in  Hadfield,  where  Scarlet  Fever  was  prevalent  The  last 
was  an  isolated  case  at  Woodhead  in  October. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

One  case  in  New  Road.  No  sanitary  defects  discover¬ 
able,  nor  did  the  milk,  water,  or  food  appear  to  have 
conveyed  the  infection. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

Four  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified — One  in  Janu¬ 
ary  at  West  Street;  two  in  July  in  Manchester  Road;  and 
the  last  in  November.  In  one  case  sanitary  defects  were 
found  and  remedied.  The  other  three  occurred  to  very  old 
persons. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

No  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were  admitted  during

ACTION  TAKEN  TO  PREVENT  THE  SPREAD 
OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Isolation  is  carried  out  as  far  as  possible,  and  the 
parents  of  children  suffering  from  infectious  diseases  are 
instructed  to  keep  all  other  members  of  the  family  from 
school,  and  other  people’s  children  from  entering  the  infected 


house,  until  all  risk  of  infection  is  over.  Printed  instructions 
to  this  effect  are  also  forwarded  immediately  upon  receipt 
of  notification,  a  copy  of  which  will  he  found  at  the  end 
of  this  Report.  Information  is  also  given  to  the  school¬ 
masters.  The  premises  are  examined  for  insanitary  conditions. 
Disinfectants  are  also  supplied  gratuitously  during  the  illness, 
and  the  clothes  and  bedding  subsequently  disinfected  by  the 
Inspector. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  is  of  good  quality  and  abundant. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

There  are  no  milk  shops,  the  supply  being  obtained 
from  the  surrounding  farms. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

Regulations  under  the  “  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  and  Milk- 
shops’  Orders”  were  made  in  August,  1901,  and  came  into 
force  in  October  of  the  same  year. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds  have  been  visited  periodically, 
and  generally  found  clean  and  in  good  order. 

The  cattle  in  this  district  are  usually  turned  out  of  the 
sheds  in  the  day  time  all  the  year  round,  unless  the  weather 
is  exceptionally  bad,  and  are  better  off  as  regards  plenty  of 
fresh  air  than  those  kept  in  sheds  in,  or  near,  large  towns. 
Some  of  the  cowsheds  require  more  light  and  ventilation, 
and  several  of  them  at  Crowden  are  receiving  attention. 

In  February  some  supposed  cases  of  anthrax  occurred 
at  Town  Head  Farm — several  beasts  died,  they  were  burned 
and  the  shippon  thoroughly  disinfected  and  limewashed. 
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COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES. 

None  in  the  district. 

NOXIOUS  TRADES. 

None  in  the  district. 

Application  was  made  to  the  Council,  in  September, 
for  permission  to  establish  a  tripe  boiling  house  in  some  old 
property  in  the  centre  of  the  village.  I  reported  upon  the 
premises,  which  were  most  unsuitable  for  the  purpose,  and 
the  Council  refused  the  application. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

One  small  factory  only  and  6  workshops,  2  of  which 
are  workshop-bakehouses,  and  4  domestic  workshops.  They 
have  all  been  visited  and  found  clean,  well  ventilated,  con¬ 
siderably  more  air  space  than  is  required  by  the  Act,  and 
in  all  respects  in  fgood  order. 

No  underground  bakehouses  in  the  district. 


INSPECTIONS  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  District  has  been  inspected  periodically  by  myself 
and  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  where  sanitary  defects  have  been  found 
notices  have  been  served  upon  the  owners  to  remedy  them. 

INSPECTOR’S  REPOIIT. 

Mr.  S.  E.  Kettlewell,  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  reports 
that  insanitary  conditions  discovered  in  the  course  of  periodical 
inspections  have  received  his  attention,  and  the  principal  part 
of  them  abated.  At  Ash  Tree  Farm  considerable  sanitary 
improvements  have  been  made  to  the  property ;  improvements 
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in  the  water  supply  at  Crowden  ;  at  Matley  Hall  Farm,  where 
the  drinking  water  for  the  cattle  was  very  dirty,  a  new  sup¬ 
ply  has  been  brought  into  the  yard  and  drinking  troughs 
erected ;  several  old  houses,  dangerous  to  passers  by,  have 
been  pulled  down ;  new  drain  with  larger  pipes  laid  in  Conduit 
street.  All  houses  where  infectious  disease  occurred  have 
been  thoroughly  disinfected. 

REFUSE  REMOVAL. 

The  emptying  of  ash-pits,  &c.,  has  been  carried  out 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Inspector.
